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Mugeleton ſaith, That Ma ad the Prophets had ns other Scri- 
prure to [uterpret but their own Propheſies, 

Anſw, Wuoat canſt thou not ſee the Law Muggleton? Had not 
they the Law to interpret as well as their own P:ophefies? Much 
more might be ſaid to it, Dur it is like the reſt of thy Ignorance. 

Muggleton ſaith, The Apoſtles Commiſſions were of the Blood, and 
this was the Goſpel of Chriſt. 

Anſw. Their Commitſion was, that they were Witneſſes of his 
Reſurrection as iwell as of his Blood, and of the Fleſh of Chrift, and 
of his Bones, as well as the Blood ; but Mnggletons dark ſpirit will 
limit it to the Blood, and they were Wicneſles of theUoſpel which

Muggleton ſaith, He never curſed any through envy and malice ; 
and he laith, He never curſed any, nor judged any, till they judged 
him, What is this but envy and malice ; tor Chrifis words ate , 
when they Curſe, do you Bleſs, But Muggpleton hath proved himſelf to 
be of another Spirit then Chriſt and the Apoſtles, and ſo it is com- 
p:ehended and judged, and ſo thy Power, and thy Commiſſion, and 
thy god of the world, from whence it comes, is judged, being the 
ſame as evec roſe againſt Chriſt, and the Prophets, and Apoiiles 
lince the wo7! began, &c.

V AJerein he mentions the People of God ( called Quakers) 
and numb:reth them among the Sciſmaticks, and Here- 
ticks, wick:dly ; and he inſtanceth one Gilp;ze about Kendal in 
Weſtmerland, that ſomtimes came among the (aid People, which 
afrer the Prielts had poyſoned, and turned him to be a Sonldier,who- 
raiſed up many lies againſt the ſaid people ( called Quakers) which 
he and his brethren put for truths, which this.G:/pine went from the 
p2ople ( called O uakers ) and bzcame one of theirs, and run out to 
bad ations, Which if w2 ſhould go to reckon all th: bad aRions of 
all their people, we might make a very great Volumn : But this 
Clarke (t1at calls timſelf a Paſtor) might have 'ooked in the Qya- 
kers Ar Cver to the Prieſts, and the (aid Gu/piy, wherein they mani- 
feſt their lies and {landers againſt the ſaid People ; but in Read of 
that, he's ſcoffing ax the Light, and the Croſs of Chriſt, and Pro-
